LONDON, Feb. 23 (AP).—United 
States heavy bombers based in 
Italy smashed today at Nazi air- 
craft factories at Steyr, Austria, 
90 miles west of Vienna, on the 
heels of' a powerful two-way as- 
sault from Britain and the Medi- 
- terranean Tuesday in which 133 
German fighters were destroyed. 

In today’s operation a strong 
force of Liberators bombed two 
highly-important plants producing 
aircraft engines and many com- 
ponents including hall bearings. 

The Liberators were attacked 
by large numbers of German fight- 
rad planes on the 1000-mile round 

p. 

Fourth Day of Attacks. 

Today was the fourth consecu- 
tive day of heavy American day- 
light attacks on German fighter 
plane factories. Observers on 
England’s Channel coast reported 
strong forces of Allied planes fly- 
ing eastward in mid-afternoon, 
but London headquarters made no 
announcement of a new Britain- 
based operation. 

The targets at Steyr were the

plants producing Messerschmitt 
airplane fuselages and und@ercar- 
riages and parts for ME-109 fight- 
ers, and the Steyrwaffen Flug- 
motorenfabrik Walzlagerwerke, a 
comparatively new airplane engine 
factory a short distance east of 
the huge Daimler plant. 

These two factories became the 
most important producers in Eu- 
rope of ball bearings after the 
giant Schweinfurt plant was hit 
last October. The Daimler plant 
also made airplane engines in 
large quantities. 

Sixty-six American planes, in- 
cluding 53 four-motored bombers 
with 10-man crews, were lost in 
yesterday's joint assault. The 
British-based force lost 41 bomb- 
ers and 11 fighters, the formations 
from Italy 12 bombers and two 
fighters. 

German raiders broke through 
London's defenses last night for 
the fourth time in five nights and, 
with fire bombs and high explo- 
gives, blasted and burned some 
sections of the capital, which is 
showing the effects of 10 other 
Baids this month. At least 10 per- 
sons were killed. 

London’s antiaircraft barrage 
was the heaviest and most con-~ 
centrated of the war, it was an- 
nounced. Ten of the German 
raiders were shot down by ground 
fire and night fighters.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (AP).— 
Prime Minister Churchill's reluc- 
tance even to hint at an Allied 
victory over Germany this year is 
shared in military and naval 
circles here. A strong belief has 
grown up that the European war 
could go on into 1945. 

President Roosevelt gave that 
theory additional official weight 
at his news conference yesterday 
afternoon with the assertion that 
Churchill’s pointed avoidance of a 
1944 victory prediction wag in line 
with what the President had been 
saying for a couple of years, 

The clew to what will happen is

HITLER PEACE BIDS 
‘DOOMED TO FAIL’ 


He Warns That Hard 
Battles Lie Ahead, but 
Asserts Hour of Reck- 
oning Is Approaching. 


LONDON, Feb. 23 (AP).—All 
German attempts to “introduce 
disharmony in the camp of the 
anti-Hitlerite coalition” are 


doomed to failure, Premier Joseph 
Stalin told the Russian people to- 
day in a special order of the day 
commemorating the twenty-sixth 
anniversary of the Red Army, 

These “desperate efforts” to 
split the coalition of Russia, Brit- 
ain and the United States by a 
separate peace cannot succeed, he 
explained, because the underlying 
interests of the three countries de- 
mand the defeat of Germany. 

Praising the Red Army “fight- 
ing alone” for smashing Germany 
“ to the edge of catastrophe,” 
Stalin again emphasized his con- 
tention that Russia has been bear- 
ing the brunt of the war effort, 
but declared: 

“All the more hopeless will the 
situation of Hitlerite Germany be 
when the main forces of our Al- 
lies go into action and the power- 
ful and growing offensive of the 
Allied states is launched against 
Hitlerite Germany. 

“It should now be clear to all 
that Hitlerite Germany is advanc- 
ing inevitably toward catastrophe. 
The hour of final reckoning for 
all the crimes committed the

Stalin noted, though without 
emphasis, that Japan in this war 
is on the side of Germany instead 
of with the Allies, as in the last 
war. 

Nazi Reserves Depleted. 

The Germans, Stalin asserted, 
“are seeking to save themselves by 
ordering total mobilization in the 
rear, although Germany’s man- 
power reserves are depleted,” and 
by making desperate efforts to 
split the Allies and thereby “drag 
out the war.” He added: 

“Hitlerite diplomats are rushing 
from one neutral country to an- 
other, trying to establish contacts 
with pro-Hitlerite elements, and 


hinting at the possibility of sep- 


arate peace, sometimes with our 

state, sometimes with our Allies. 
“All these subterfuges of the 

Hitlerites are doomed to failure.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (AP).—

plants and 125,000 homes and 
business establishments without 
electricity. 

While the President frequently 
has ordered Government seizure 
of plants or industries involved in 
the war effort, this was the first 
time he has ordered seizure of 
any municipal facility. 

He said in an executive order 
that “the war effort is being and 
will be unduly impeded or de- 
layed” by an interruption of op- 
eration of the power plants, wa- 
ter works and distribution sys- 
tem of ‘the city. 

More than 2500 of the 5700 em- 
ployes of the city water and pow- 
er department struck for a wage 
increase.

U. S., BRITAIN PRESS SPAIN 
FOR STRICTER NEUTRALITY 


Talks Under Way in Madrid Fol- 
lowing Allied Requests, Eden 
Discloses. 

LONDON, Feb. 23 (AP).—For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden an- 
nounced - today that Britain and 
the United States had made a 
series of requests to Spain to take 
a stricter view of its obligations 
of neutrality and said “conversa- 
tions now are proceeding in Ma- 
drid.” 

Speaking for the Government in 
the House of Commons war de- 
bate, Eden said active.

“We never asked anything from 
Spain but strict neutrality;’ he 
declared. He added that since the 
North African cleanup and the 
collapse of Italy, Spain could no 
longer plead alarm at German 
concentration on the Spanish 
frontier.

REVOLTS AGAINS| 
F.D.R. IN PUBLIC 
BLAST AT MESSAGE 


Bitterly Assails ‘Deliber- 
ate Assault on Integ- 
rity’ of Congressmen, 
and Urges Overriding 
President, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (AP).— 
In a startling revolt against the 
White House, Senator Barkley of 
Kentucky climaxed a bitter de 
nunciation of President Roose. 
velt’s tax veto today by announc- 
ing his resignation as Senate 
Democratic leader—after 12 years 
of carrying “the flag of Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt.” 

Thunderous applause swept 
both Democratic and Republican 
sides of the Senate chamber when 
the man who has been adminis- 
tration leader since 1937 assailed 
Roosevelt's tax veto as “a deliber- 
ate and calculated assault upon 
the honesty and integrity of every 
member of the Legislature of the 
United States.” 

After seven years of classical 
harmony with his party’s chief- 
tain, Barkley’s vehement break 
with the President literally 
stunned Washington and 
a wave of speculation on the ef- 
fect this intraparty fight might 
have on 1944 presidential elections. 
Roosevelt's nomination for a 
fourth term was called for at a 
recent meeting of the Democratic 
National Committee, and the 
move has been seconded by other 
party officials. 

May Re-elect Barkley. 

In the immediate future, an- 
other slap at the President, which 
might widen still further the 
breach between the White House 
and the Democratic congressional 
majorities, appeared in prospect. 
This was the likelihood that 
Senate Democrats would give 
Barkley a vote of confidence and 
retain him as leader. 

Senators Clark (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, and Bailey (Dem.), North 
Carolina, predicted immediately 
that Barkley would be “unani- 
mously re-elected” tomorrow when 
Democrats meet to receive the 
Kentuckian’s resignation. 

“We might accept his resigna- 
tion, but he'll be elected unani- 
mously to succeed himself,” Clark 


told reporters. 

At Kansas City, Mo., Senator 
Truman (Dem.), Missouri, said he 
was backing Barkley “to the limit” 
and hoped he would not relinquish 
the leadership. 

Democratic Senators Maybank 
of South Carolina, Hatch of New 
Mexico and Chavez of New Mexico 
expressed similar views. 

House Reaction. 

Even from the House came this

CHICAGO, Feb. 23 (AP).—The 
soldier seated in the dentist’s 
chair gave no sign of pain when 
Col. A. P. Matthews, chief of the 
dental services of the Sixth Serv- 
ice Command, drilled his decayed 
tooth. 

Dentists at the clinical program 
of the Chicago Dental Society’s 
meeting yesterday watched as Col. 
Matthews demonstrated the new 
technique now in use by the Army 
Dental Corps, described as almost 
painless. 

Col. Matthews said the method 
was developed after dentists real- 
ized that it was not the actual 
drilling that caused the pain, but

Comrades, Red Army men and 
Red Navy men, sergeants, offi- 
cers and generals, men and women 
guerrillas:

MAN SUBMARINES 
CRIPPLED THE TIRPITZ 


Ceremonies Honoring Crew- 
men Reveal Some of Details 
of Midget Craft. 


LONDON, Feb. 23 (AP).—Pic- 
tures released today in connection 
with the honors paid to the crews 
of British midget submarines 
which torpedoed the German bat- 
tleship Tirpitz on Sept. 22, 1943, 
indicate that thisnew British nav- 
al weapon is about 40 feet long, 
with a deck beam of from five to 
six feet and a hull flare giving 
considerably more than ordinary 
width below the waterline. 

The number of men winning 
medals for crippling the Nazis’ 


mightiest battleship indicates that 
the craft, known to Navy person- 
nel as “Tiddlers,” carry crews of 
from three to four. 

Official accounts of the per- 
formance of the submarines also 
hinted at a cruising range of up 
to 2000 miles, since they appar- 
ently made a voyage of about 
1000 miles to reach the Tirpitz’ 
hideout, 

Two Win Victoria Cross. 

Lt. Basil Charles Godfrey Place 
and Lt. Donald Cameron, com- 
manders of the X-6 and X-7, re- 
spectively, won the rarely-award- 
ed Victoria Cross for helping to 
carry out the “most daring and 
successful” attack on the Tirpitz. 
Both are now prisoners of the 
Germans. 

The conspicuous gallantry med- 
al was awarded to engine room 
Artificer Edmund Goddard and 
the Distinguished Service Order 
to Sub-Lieutenant Robert Aitken, 
Richard Haddon Kendal and John 
Thornton Lorimer. 

The citations accompanying the 
awards said: ° 

“Whilst they were still inside 
the (antisubmarine and torpedo) 
nets a fierce P ge ve f counterattack 
by guns an& depth charges de- 
veloped which made withdrawal 
impossible. 


“Lts. Cameron and Place there- 
fore scuttled their craft to pre- 
vent them falling into the hands 
of the enemy. Before doing s0 
they took every measure to en- 
sure the safety of their crews, the 
majority of whom, together with 
themselves, were subsequently 
taken prisoner.” 

“Thoroughly Crippled.” 

R. Adm. C. B. Barry, in a 
broadcast account today of the 
attack by the tiny submarines, 
said that when the Tirpitz was 
hit from a range of only 200 yards 
there was an enormous explosion 
which “lifted the huge bulk of 
the battleship several feet into 
the air.” 

“When she fel] back into the 
water,” he added, “she was crip- 
pled, so thoroughly crippled that

Germans Bring Up Big Guns, Apparently for 
Cover While Regrouping for 
New Offensive.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Naples, Feb. 23 (AP).—American 
troops threw back two localized 
German attacks west of Cisterna 
yesterday, Allied headquarters an- 
nounced today, as Field Marshal 
Albert Kesselring brought his 
long-range artillery into play and 
apparently regrouped hig forces 
for another attempt at driving the 
Allies off the Anzio beachhead. 

Nazi artillery lobbed shells at 
the nerve. center of Anzio and 
other beachhead. objectives, and 
130 German planes hit at ground 
troops, but the Allies countered 
with strong aerial attacks and 
gunfire against.enemy troop and 
vehicle movements. 

Cassino Sector Quiet. 

A lull continued in the fighting 
on the Cassino sector to the east. 
The Germans tried to infiltrate 
around Fifth Army outposts on 
two peaks northwest of the town, 
but withdrew when Allied artillery 
opened fire, 

Otherwise headquarters reported 
only normal patrolling from both 
fronts, with more snowfalls ham- 
pering movements in the moun- 
tains. 

British guns shelled enemy 
troops and vehicles near the Nazis’ 
main concentration point of Car- 
roceto. Allied troops could see 
the Germans busily moving their 
forces in rear areas, indicating 
Kesselring was preparing for a 
renewed assault after repulse of 
his second major offensive last 
week end. The enemy also main- 
tained steady pressure around the 
perimeter of the beachhead. 

The broadcast German com- 
munique implied that the Allies 
were continuing to reinforce their 
troops in the beachhead, asserting 
that German planes had continued 
their attacks against Allied “dis- 
embarkations in Anzio harbor.” 

Nazi Losses Heavy. 

The Germans sorely needed a 
breathing spell, for they suffered 
the heaviest casualties of any com- 
parable period of the Italian cam- 
paign during their four-day as- 
sault from last Wednesday 
through Saturday. 

One American battalion alone 
counted 500 German dead in front 
of its position southeast of Car- 
roceto, where some of the bit- 
terest fighting took place. 

The German 114th Jaeger (rifle) 
Division suffered particularly 
heavy losses. These troops were 
reported to have scattered in 
panic when Allied guns opened up 
with heavy fire. 

Before it was brought from the 
Adriatic front in Italy to support 
the German beachhead offensive, 
this division had done only occu- 
pational duties in Yugoslavia, 

Planes Range Wide. 

Allied heavy bombers smashed 
at Regensburg in Germany in an 
assault co-ordinated with a blow 
from Britain, and also hammered 
the enemy airfield at Zagreb and 
harbors at Zara and Sibenik. Me- 
dium bombers pounded railway 
communications at Foligno, Al- 
binia and Montalto di Castro. 

Light bombers and fighters were 
very active in the beachhead area, 
attacking troop concentrations,

lands, which had been fortified by 
the Japanese, has been occupied 
by New Zealanders. The New Zea- 
landers captured six 20-mm. guns, 
two machineguns, two mortars 
and rifles.

Action Announced in Ad- 


vance of Meeting With| 


Statement No Successor 
Has Been Chosen. 


The Metropolitan Plan Associa- 
tion, which aims to develop plans 
for postwar improvements in St. 
Louis and five adjoining counties 
in Missouri and Illinois to cost 
taxpayers an estimated 110 mil- 
lion dollars, has adopted a policy 
of holding closed meetings, W. 
Stuart Symington, president, an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Reporters were turned away 
from a board of directors’ meet- 
ing at Hotel Mayfair, with fhe ex- 
planation from Symington that 
“we are going to stop talking 
about what we plan to do and 
announce only that which we ac- 
complish.” 

Asked why this reversal of pol- 
icy had been adopted, Symington, 
who is president of the Emerson 
Electric Manufacturing Co. ex- 
plained the organization had been 
advised by an official of a simi- 
lar orgarization in Chicago that 
this policy would tend to strength- 
en the St. Louis group. 

Symington told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the resignation of 
Charlies H. Ellaby as secretary of 
the association “was” accepted. 
Presumably the resignation was 
to have been acted upon at the 
meeting, which had not yet start- 
ed. Ellaby resigned recently as 
president of the Board of Public 
Service to accept a position with 
Thompson-Starrett Co., Inc, a 
New York construction firm. 

No one was appointed to fill 
the vacancy left by Ellaby in the 
association, Symington said. This 
also wags announced before the 
meeting.

service quarters at present, there- 
fore, for predictions that “X-day” 
—the War Department’s hypothet- 
ical date for defeat of Germany— 
will come before 1945. Such en- 
thusiasm as formerly existed was 
created by a belief that the stra- 
tegic bombing attacks would 
crumple the enemy home front as 
the Red Army was crushing his 
eastern front. 

Now, however, there is accumu- 
lated evidence that the Germans’ 
ehormous losses at home have 
been no more disastrous than their 
enormous losses in Russia. They 
are still producing munitions in 
vast quantities. 

War Behind Schedule. 

It seems a safe bet that the war 
in Europe, judged by such things 
as the long expected capture of 
Rome, is running behind schedule. 
Invasion preparations undoubtedly 
are being kept up to schedules 
agreed on at Teheran, and the 
Russign advance is believed to be 
progressing according to time 
table. 

But the Pacific war appears to 
be way ahead of schedule. Vet- 
eran commanders here are still 
open-mouthed about the quick 
Japanese collapse at Kwajalein, 
key base in the Marshal! Islands, 
and the astonishing raid on Truk. 

There have been more or less 
facetious suggestions that the Pa- 
cific war might run so far ahead 
of the European as to result in 
defeat of Japan first, but this idea 
finds absolutely no basis in sober 
military estimates. 

The aim is still to defeat Ger- 
many as soon as possible. Bar- 
ring a completely unexpected col- 
lapse of Japanese xsesistance, that 
will remain the aim. 

The principal difference now is 
that it may take longer to ac- 
complish than was believed neces¢ 
sary a few months, or even weeks, 
ago. Also victory may extract a 
higher cost in man and material 
than was expected.

FRANGIS M,CURLEER 
UES OF PISTOL WOUND 


Inquest to Be Held to Deter- 
mine Whether Death 
Was Accidental. 


An inquest will be held tomor- 
row to determine whether the 
death of Francis M. Curlee Jr., 
who died last night at St. Luke’s 
Hospital, was accidental. He was 
found in his home at 5724 Cham- 
berlain avenue last Friday night 
with a bullet wound of the chest 
and a pistol at his side. 

Curlee, 27 years old, a private in 
the Army assigned to a Training 
School Squadron at Scott Field, 
was home on furlough at the time 
the shooting occurred. He was 
found by a brother, Shelby Ham- 
mond Curlee III, who said he en- 
tered the Curlee home just as the 
shot was fired. When Shelby 
reached his brother in a second- 
floor study, he was in a semi- 
conscious condition, Shelby said, 
and a pistol, with one discharged 
cartridge, was on the floor. 

Pvt. Curlee’s father, F. M. Cur- 
lee Sr., an attorney and vice-presi- 
dent of the Curlee Clothing Co., 
at 1001 Washington avenue, said 
the shooting apparently was an 
accident. His son he asserted, 
had been in good spirits and had 
no reason for shooting himself, he 
asserted. To substantiate his 
statement, the father pointed out 
the bullet entered the right side 
of his son’s chest, whereas he 
would have aimed it at the left 
side and his heart had he con- 
templated suicide. 

The will of Shelby Hammond 
Curlee, clothing manufacturer, who 
died Jan. 31, directed that a $50,- 
000 trust fund be established for 
Pvt. Curlee, and a $200,000 trust 
fund for Shelby, his brother,

who was visiting her father in 
Westwood, N. J., at the time of 
the shooting a daughter, Mary 
Candace Curlee, and his mother, 
Mrs. Adam Gostomski, of New 
York. :

As previously announced, six 
neighborhood price panels are be- 
ing established in St, Louis to 
“make the price program a down- 
to-earth, neighborly system” solv- 
ing problems with a minimum of 
‘inconvenience to all concerned.

Taylor Sandison, district en- 
'forcement officer, said recent pub- 
Hcity regarding violators tried by 
the OPA regional hearing commis- 
‘sioner has given some people the 
|erroneous impression that ration- 
ing and price control have broken 
down in the community. Actual- 
ly, he said, there has been no 
great variation in the number of 
complaints received by this dis- 
trict office for more than a year, 
and the hearings indicate enforce- 
ment is becoming increasingly ef- 
fective. 

“The great majority of com- 
plaints received are of minor in- 
fractions,” he explained, “and un- 
der the new plan most of these 
will be referred to the various 
panels of the boards. The en- 
forcement division originates 
many of its own investigations, 
which we have found to be more 
productive of results than follow- 
ing up unco-ordinated complaints,”

BOY'SHAND BLOWN OFF 
BY HOMEMADE PONDER 


Youth Loses 3 Other Fingers 
in Explosion of Device 
He Made. 


John Elroy Gadell, 15-year-old 
student of Beaumont High School, 
was in a serious condition today 
at De Paul Hospital, where he 
was taken yesterday after a piece 
of iron pipe filled with home 
made gunpowder exploded and 
severed his right hand and three 
fingers of his left hand. 

Gadell and four friends had 
taken the device from the base- 
ment of his home at 5938 Drury 
lane, where it was made, to a 
ravine in an unused section of 
Calvary Cemetery. The explosion 
occurred, police said, when Gadell 
attempted to make adjustments 
after the gunpowder had failed to 
explode from a lighted string used 
as a fuse. 

Harry Meinholtz, 17, and his 
brother, Willard, 15, both of 5917 
North’ Pointe boulevard; Victor 
Zerillo, 16, of 5959 Drury lane, 
and Ronald Cramer, 14, of 5858A 
Vivian avenue, were with young 
Gadell when the explosion oc- 
curred, 

They told police they had 
watched Gadell pack the gun pow- 
der into the four-inch length of 
one-inch iron pipe and cap both 
ends with iron nipples in his base- 
ment. A small hole was drilled in 
one of the nipples, they said, for 
the string fuse. 


After lighting the fuse in the 
cemetery, Harry Meinholtz said, 
the group ran to a nearby ravine 
to await the explosion. hen it 
did not come after what they con- 
sidered a reasonable time, Gadell 
returned to the device. \ 

“He was unscrewing one of the 
caps,” Zerillo said, “when it went 
off in his hands.” 

The boy’s father is John M. 
Gadell, a machinist’s mate, first

“I took the note immediately to 
Acting Chief Guard George 
Healy,” Duncan said, “and we 
made an investigation of the 
third floor and found nothing ir- 
regular. Then I returned to my 
post. Healy was my superior and 
he had read the note. Further in- 
vestigation, I thought, was his re- 
sponsibility. I was annoyed, too, 
because he seemed irritated at the 
whole thing.” 

Duncan said it was his belief 
that the hacksaw blades used by 
the prisoners to cut the fourth- 
floor window bars had been smug- 
glied in to James Jenkins, appar- 
ently the leader of the break and 
one of the three prisoners still at 
latfge, in the heels of a pair of 
shoes the night of Jan. 22. On 
that night, he said, he learned 
that jail authorities suspected a 
break was being planned and that 
it had been decided to catch the 
prisoners in the attempt to es- 
Cape, rather than try to prevent 
the escape. 

On the January night, Duncan 
said, a young woman appeared at 
the jail with a pair of shoes for 
Jenkins—old shoes with new rub- 
ber heels. Duncan said he exam- 
ined them in the usual way before 
passing them.on for delivery to 
Jenkins. A few minutes later, a 
city detectives entered the jail, he 
said, and inquired if a woman 
had been in to see Jenkins, Dun- 
can told him what had happened, 
and was then informed that the 
police knew the woman had sworn 
to smuggle some hacksaw blades 
to Jenkins. The detective, 
said, instructed him not to let the 
woman see Jenkins, 

Remembering the new rubber 
heels, Duncan tried to intercept 
the shoes, but the elevator opera- 
tor had taken the shoes up. Dun- 
can said he ran to Chief Guard 
John F, Sease and suggested the 
shoes be confiscated, but, Duncan 
reported, Seage said: “No, let them 
g°; we want to wait and catch 
him.”

The Senate conferees probably 
will break off negotiations. 

Senator Green (Dem.), -Rhode 
Island, co-author of the adminis- 
tration’s federal ballot plan and 
chairman of the Senate conference 
group, said the present stalemate 
“looks final.” 

“I suppose if the Senate con- 
ferees refuse to recede then we'll 
go back and report that we can’t 
agree,” he said. “I certainly don’t 
expect the Senate conferees to 
make a counterproposal.” 

The followers of Representative 
Rankin (Dem.), Mississippi, leader 
of the Southern “States’ Rights” 
Democrats, spurned a suggestion 
by Representative Worley (Dem.), 
Texas, for distribution of federal 
ballots, leaving it @ the states to 
decide whether to accept them. 
In exchange Worley would have 
repealed a federal law waiving 
local registration and poll tax pay- 
ments as voting qualifications for 
those in uniform. 

Rankin took one glance at the 
Worley plan and said it overcame 
his constitutional objections to 
the federal ballot. Then he took 
another look and decided it didn’t 
—‘“not by a jugful.” 


“It’s still a federal ballot,” he 
told a reporter, “and. all the per- 
‘fume of Arabia won't make the 
federal ballot smell any sweeter.”

He shouted his anger at the 
President’s veto message and at 
one time termed Roosevelt's own 
tax goals as “fantastic.” 

“Other members may do as they 
please,” Barkley shouted, “I do 
not propose to take this unjustifi- 
able assault lying down. 

“If the Congress of the United 
States has any self respect left 
it will override this veto and enact 
this tax bill into law.” 

Barkley announced to the Sen- 
ate that he had called a confer- 
ence of the Democratic majority 
for 10:30 a. m., tomorrow to select 
a successor and that his resigna- 
tion would take effect at that 
time. 

Heav applause roared out 
through the historic old chamber 
as Barkley concluded his speech. 
Scores of House members stand- 
ing along the rear wall joined in. 

Vice-President Wallace, who 
presided during Barkley’s  re- 
marks, slipped out of the cham- 
ber after he finished. Senator 
Murdock (Dem.), Utah, who took 
over the chair, had great difficul- 
ty restoring even a semblance of 
order.

“I cannot imagine whether this 
celestial nomad has frightened the 
President into using a figure quite 
as fantastic, although not as 
large,” Barkley said, 

Assails Roosevelt’s Arithmetic, 

In order to “belittle the amount 
of revenue” anticipated from the 
tax bill, Barkley continued, “the 
President has resorted to one of 
the most unjustifiable methods of 
calculation possible to conjure up.” 

Barkley pointed out that he had 
personally opposed “freezing” so- 
cial security pay roll taxes at their 
present level of 1 per cent each on 
employer and employe, rather 
than allow them to double this 
year, but that the freeze was 
voted overwhelmingly. 


However, he said, he always had 
taken the position that these 
taxes were “a sacred fund” for the 
sole purpose of providing social 
security benefits. 

“IT did not contend then, and I 
would not now or at any other 
time vote to include the tax mere- 
ly for the purpose of letting the 
Treasury use it as revenue to Car- 
ry on the ordinary expenses of 
Government,” he declared. 

He said the Treasury itself had 
estimated the vetoed bill would 
yield $2,194,000,000 in added rev- 
enue, while the staff of the joint 
Senate and House Committee on 
Revenue had put the figure at 
$2,315,200,000. 

Barkley said the President's 
statements concerning Congress’ 
action in freezing social security 
taxes were “simply not an ac- 
curate statement of the facts and 
everybody knows it.” 

Denies Congress Is to Blame. 

His voice rising across the quiet. 
and attentive Senate, Barkley 
denied Roosevelt’s assertion that 


Congress is to blame for compli- 


cated tax laws. 

“No man could have made that 
statement who has.sat in the tax 
committees of the United States 
Senate,” Barkley shouted. “If it 
were made by anyone who ever 
sat on those committees it would 
be a deliberate misstatement in 
order to place on Congress the 
blame for universal dissatisfac- 
tion” over complex tax 4aws. 


“Congress is to blame for the | 
complexities to the extent—and | 
only to the extent—to which it 
has accepted the advice of the} 
Treasury Department and its so- 
called tax experts who have sat | 
in on every tax measure [ can 
remember.” 


Every time Congress hes at- 
tempted to simplify the tax laws 
or tax-reporting form, he said, 
the Treasury experts have brought 
back “language so complicated 
that neither Solomon nor all the 
wise men of the East could under- 
stand or interpret it.” 

Barkley entered the Senate 
March 4, 1927, and’ has served as 
majority leader since 1937, when | 
he was named to succeed the late : 
Joseph T, Robinson of Arkansas. 

He rode to the majority lead- 
ership with President Roosevelt’s 
help. His opponent for the post 
was the late Pat Harrison of Mis-| 
sissippi. The President made pub- | 
lic at that time a letter which 
started “My Dear Alben,” and 
Senate Democrats took that as a 
White House nod in favor of the 
Kentuckian.

Read into the record was a 
form letter sent to all members 
of the NRECA last May 20 by 
Clyde T. Ellis, former executive 
manager of the national co-opera- | 
tive group, and Avery Moore, sec- | 


was stated that newspaper articles ; 
had incorrectly attributed the 
fight against Slattery to the insur- 
ance program of the national or- 
ganization, and: went on to say 
that the real trouble stemmed 
from “pensioners” whom, it was 
alleged, Slattery was carrying on 
the REA payroll. 

This evidence came in the wake 
of testimony yesterday that Slat- 
tery had been threatened by the 
leaders of the NRECA with a 
“cat-thrashing” because of his op- 
position to the insurance plan, and 
that subsequently Wickdrd and 
President Roosevelt was asked by 
Ellis and others in the NRECA to 
fire Slattery. 

Letter to P.-D. Man Also Read. 

Also read into the record today 
was a letter voluntarily sent by 
Eugene Casey, White House as- 
sistant, last Aug. 12 to Irving Dil- 
liard, Post-Dispatch editorial writ- 
er on leave to the armed services, 
comménting on an article Dilliard 
had written for The New Republic 
analyzing the national political 
situation. 

“Up until I read you forceful 
and cogent observations, argu- 
ments and _ cogclusion,” wrote 
Casey, “it was my belief that I 
was a lone voice crying in the 
wilderness. Now I know that 
there are two voices. What are 
and what can these two voices do 
that will cause the administration: 
—yes, the President—to open their 
collective eyes not only to percieve 
what is going on in the Middle 
West, but all over the country.” 

Dilliard’s article had called at- 
tention to the actions of various 
State Legislatures in moving to 
limit the presidential term, and 
pointed out that many Democrats 
were unaware of the gains being 
made by Republicans. Committee 
Counsel Carroll L. Beedy related 
Casey’s letter to alleged political 
speeches made by Casey before 


tives, in which, it was asserted, 
Casey urged support of the pres- 
ent administration. 

Got Copy From Dilliard. 

Slattery explained that he ob- 
tained a copy of the Casey letter 
from Dilliard and gave it to the 
late Marvin McIntyre, presiden- 
tial secretary, who wanted to see 
it. Slattery testified that there 
was “no love lost” between Mc- 
Intyre and Casey, who, the wit- 
ness said, was described by McIn- 
tyre as “Casey at the bat,” arsed 
“little Mr, Casey.” 

Slattery testified yesterday that | 
the attack against him was spear- 
headed by Ellis and Steve Tate, 
president of the NRECA, after he 
had written a letter to rural elec- 
tric co-operatives April 19, 1943, 
advising co-operatives to go slow 


and surplus funds of their organi- 
zations in the organization’s in- 
surance plan. 

Ellis, it will be recalled, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter last spring, 
when ‘the campaign to oust Slat-

rrespondence With Ellis. 

This appeared to be plainly re- 
futed at the hearing yesterday. 
Slattery identified a letter he re- 
ceived from Ellis April 19, 1943, 
shortly after Slattery had _ dis- 
patched his opposition letter to co- 
operatives: In this letter, Ellis re- 
peated his request that Slattery in- 
dorse the insurance scheme, and 
added: “We have gone too far to 
back up.” The success of _ the 
NRECA, Ellis also wrote, “de- 
pends on carrying out the insur- 
ance program which we have 
started.” 

At the close of his letter, Ellis 
added: “We have always had the 
highest respect and esteem for 
you and your staff, and we know 
we will never have cause to feel 
otherwise.” 

Slattery responded by sending a 
copy of his insurance opposition 
letter to Ellis, and stating, in part: 
“It is unfortunate that you got 
the impression that I would ap- 
prove the use of co-operatives’ 
funds for the insurance com- 
panies.” 

Subsequently, it was _ testified, 
the executive committee of the 
NRECA held a meeting at a 
Washington hotel, in the course 
of which President Tate tele- 
phoned Slattery in St. Louis. A 
transcript of the conversation, 
taken down at the time by one of 
Slattery’s secretaries, showed that 
Tate said the NRECA was 
“shocked beyond expression at the 
contents of your letter.” 

Threats From Tate. 

“We want to know what pres 
sure was placed upon you to get 
out that letter,” Tate was recorded 
as saying. “There is quite a scan- 
dal brewing on the Hill in regard 
to your friends, and you ought to

of the stockholders and provide

NOR ALLIED BOMBINGS WILL 
- CRUSH NAZIS, SAY EXPERTS 


Underground Reports Indicate Hitler Still 
Has Mighty Machine—Bloody, Large- 
Scale Battles Thought to Be Only Course

opinions of two top Allied officers charged with assessing German 
strength and from information obtained from an anti-Nazi German 
underground leader aiding the Allied cause. 


None of these men believes 
that a combination of Allied 
bombing and Russian ground suc- 
cesses will cause a German _ col- 
lapse, although they acknowledge 
the contributions of both. 

None of them believes that a 
civilian revolution is possible at 
the moment. 

All are convinced that bloody, 
large scale battles must be waged 
on the western front to beat the 
Germans into submission. 

All say that German reserve 
stocks are low, but that German 
ground forces have no serious 
shortage of war materials. 

They agree that roughly Ger- 
man military strength is in about 
the same relative position as it 
was in 1917 in the last war. 


Summary of Situation. 

In general they sum the situa- 
tion up this way: : 

1. Civilian strength: Allied de- 
mands for unconditional surren- 
der and the Russian determina- 
tion to crush Germany have har- 
dened both civilians and soldiers 
to the point where they feel they 
must stand fast to the last. There 
is nothing in sight to open a 
wedge in home from morale like 
President Wilson’s 14 points. 

The Germany of the Kaiser had 
no grip on civilian life compara- 
ble to that exercised by the Gesta- 
po. 

German propaganda is still 
strong and grips the people’s 
minds. Thus, although Allied 
bombings have created terrible 
hardships, the only outward result 
has been an increase in sullen ha- 
tred. 

Eleven years of the Hitler ad- 
ministration have left the country 
devoid of leadership outside the 
Nazi party and the Army, which 
is co-operating. 

(2) The German Army: Despite 
huge losses on the Russian front, 
estimated to have been between a 
million and 1,500,000 men in the 
last eight months, Hitler has not 
yet reached the bottom of the 
man-power barrel. 


More Than 300 Divisions. 


The German Army still has the 
same number of divisions with 
which it started the war—more 
than 300. These divisions have 
dropped in strength from 15,000 
to 10,000 or 12,000 in some cases. 


The German high command in 
the past three months has been 
able to increase strength in the 
west — France, Belgium, Holland 
and Western Germany — from 
about 40 to 60 divisions. 


Each year a new military class 
brings 620,000 to 800,000 teen-aged 
recruits into the Army. Allied of- 
ficers say these youths are fanati- 
cal fighters. In Italy they would 
rather die than yield a position. 


There is no scarcity of arms, al- 
though production has been heavi- 
ly cut. The Germans have been 
able to draw on reserves which 
are adequate, but are now dwin- 
dling seriously, as guns have heen 
captured which were made late in 
December. Usually such equip- 
ment is held months in ordnance 
depots. 

The German Army has lost little 
of its mobility. Recently there 
has been evidence that an entire 
infantry division was moved from 
Southern France to the Italian 
front in less than a week, which 
is an excellent record bespeaking 
organization and adequate trans- 


port. 
Although the Army is spotted 


with scratch troops as Poles 50 
years old, and even Russians, 
they are sprinkled among veteran 
corps. The slow Allied progress 
in Italy shows no signs of crack- 
ing German Army morale.

The principal sea problem fac- 
ing the Allies is that of making 
amphibious landings with warship 
and air support against strong 
shore defenses. 

No one military man can say 
with any degree of certainty just 
how formidable a problem this 
may be. The war has been spotted: 
with amphibious operations, but 
none of a scale or against such de- 
fenses as exist on the European 
invasion coast. Therefore no ac- 
curate comparison is possible. 

In general the Germans are ex- 
pected to have land superiority 
when the fighting begins. Weak- 
ness in the air, with Allied sea- 
power versus the German land 
defenses, constitute the unknown 
factor.

A lasting international organiza- 
tion is not going to come to life 
just because we talk about it, nor 
even because some members of 
the United Nations sign agree- 
ments stating that they favor 
some kind of future organization 
of international society. It will 
be far easier to obtain before, 
rather than after, the conclusion 
of the war. It will exist only as a 
result of determined effort on the 
part of each member of the United 
Nations to finish the grueling task 
of obtaining agreement on the 
part of all of them as to the form 
of international organization 
which will accomplish the ends 
which we seek. It will be born 
only if peoples throughout the 
world become convinced that such 
an agreement represents the only 
means by which their own liberty 
and security are going to be as- 
sured, 

These two prerequisites unfortu- 
nately have not yet been obtained. | 


War Superbly Handled. 

Our own military effort has been 
superbly handled by our Com- 
mander in Chief and by the mili-| 
tary, naval and air. leaders to 
whom he has entrusted authority. 
It has shown daring, courage, per- 
fection in strategy and initiative. 
It is matched by the magnificent 
showing we have made in indus- 
trial production for military use. 
Together they will help to win the 


war. 

The United States is now 
called upon to demonstrate that 
it possesses just as much energy, 
equivalent perfection of strategy 
and equal initiative in the field 
of foreign policy, if it is going 
to succeed in laying the founda- 
tions for the only kind of peace 
by which: the American people 
will be rendered secure after 
the conclusion of the war. 

When President Roosevelt and 
Winston Churchill proclaimed the 
Atlantic Charter in August, 1941, 
they held out to peoples through- 
out the’earth an ideal. It was an 
ideal which heartened hundreds of 
thousands. of men and women in 
the occupied countries, and in the 
nations still fighting for freedom. 
It gave them hope and encourage- 
ment. It made them all the more 
willing to resist, and to struggle 
on. 


Allies Bound by Charter. 

The Atlantic Charter represent- 
ed the first great political initia- 
tive of the democracies in the 
present war. 

By subscribing to the United 
‘Nations declaration all of the gov- 
ernments joined together in the 
battle against the Axis have 
pledged themselves to the princi- 
ples. set forth in the charter. 

Last Autumn, at Moscow, at 
Cairo and at Teheran, the major 
partners in the alliance renewed 
these pledges, gave assurance that 
they intended to co-operate after 
the war, and because of the in- 
sistent determination of the Presi- 
dent, proclaimed the broad out- 
lines of our peace aims in the 
Far East. 

But what are the masses of the 
people enabled so far to see of any 
positive implementation of the 
principles of the Atlantic Charter? 

They are beginning to fear that 
there is going on within the West- 
ern Powers a struggle for control 
between those who comprehend 
that the world revolution is not 
a phrase; that it is actually on 
the march, and that the over- 
whelming force which this repre- 
sents can and must be turned into 
constructive channels for human 
advancement, and those who are 
seeking blindly but passionately to 
have our victory mean nothing 
more than the patching together 
of the outworn structure of the 
past which they cannot yet see the 
war has inexorably and forever 
destroyed. 


The Italian Situation. 


For reasons of military expedi- 
ency it may momentarily have 
seemed desirable to turn over the

administration of Southern Italy 
and Sicily to Marshal Badoglio’s 
Government, but syrely neither the 
Italian people nor the peoples of 
the occupied countries will derive 
much inspiration or encourage- 
ment as to the objectives for 
which we fight when they see that 
before the Italian people have had 
any chance to make their wishes 
known, authority over them, even 
though it be conditional, is re- 
stored into the hands of those who 
must be hold so largely responsible 
for the conditions which forced 
the Italian nation into the war on 
the side of Hitler. 

However legitimately we may 
object to some of the methods em- 
ployed, the policy of Moscow in 
the last few months has been posi- 
tive, and it has been notable for 
its assertion of leadership. 

The Western democracies and 
the Soviet Union not only can, but 
they must, co-operate if we are 
later to have peace and stability 
in the world. 

But there is no reason why the 
Western democracies should re- 
nounce their own equal ability to 
initiate and to lead. Democracy is 
neither decadent nor static. It will 
only appear so, and it will only 
lose its inspiration for the men 
and women who are fighting for 
their liberties of today and of to- 
morrow if the democratic peoples 
among the United Nations fail to 
initiate, fail in their foreign pol- 
icy to seize every method and ev- 
ery opportunity of implementing 
point by point the principles estab- 
lished in the Atlantic Charter, and 
if they permit the progressive and 
dynamic policies in which they 
have faith to be thwarted by those 
who are trying to set back the 
hands of the clock in a world 
which is moving very swiftly 
ahead. 

Time is of the essence. Our 
government could save invalu- 
able time in the crucial period 
through which we are now pass- 
ing if it were to consult with all 
of the sovereign nations of the 
Americas in oder to obtain a 
unanimous accord within the 
Western Hemisphere regarding 
the kind of international organ- 
ization which the New World 
desires to see created; and if it 
were to succeed in obtaining the 
establishment . without further 
delay of an executive council in 
which there could be, heard. the 
voice of each member of the 
United Nations when political 
decisions are to be made. 


Russia Ready

INLAND may expect relative- 

ly lenient treatment from Rus- 

sia if it decides to quit the 
war, diplomatic observers here be- 
lieve. The feeling is growing that 
despite the fact that the Finns 
have been in league with Hitler 
for 31 months and have partici- 
pated in drives that blockaded 
Leningrad and almost cost Russia 
its vital northern port of Mur- 
mansk, the Russians are not dis- 
posed to be overly harsh. 

This conviction is based on the 
fact that the Russians not only 
desire to set an example for other 
faltering members of Hitler's 
coalition but because of a real de- 
sire to placate public opinion in 
the United States and Great Brit- 
ain as far as the basic interests 
of the Soviet Union permit. 


Liberal Must Offer Terms. 

There has not been the slight- 
est public official hint of what 
terms might be imposed but, for 
one thing, the outspoken attacks 
on Finland’s ruling clique appar- 
ently mean that they must go if 
any settlement is to be reached. 
There has been no _ suggestion, 
however, that Moscow would re- 
fuse to deal with any genuinely 
liberal or democratic government 
that might emerge. That govern- 
ment need not be Communist, in 
the belief of diplomatic observers. 

For the duration of the war it 
is considered likely that the So- 
viet Union would insist on the oc- 
cupation of the Finnish gulf, air 
and naval bases for use in bat- 
tle with the Germans and a free 
hand to deal with the seven Ger- 
man divisions still on Finnish 
soil. Many of these troops are re- 
ported to be Austrians and it is 
believed that there is some pos- 
sibility of defection among them. 
Another Italy Not Likely. 

German troops can usually be 
expected to take determined di- 
rect action, as the world has 
learned to its sorrow, but the pos- 
sibilities that Finland would be- 
come another Italy seemed les- 
sened because of Red Army pre- 
ponderance once some 20 Finnish 
divisions were removed from the 
fighting and because German divi- 
sions would have no supply lines 
except by difficult sea routes. 

Time is running out. With each 
day the responsibility of the Finn- 
ish Government and its people in- 
creases. The case against Finland 
has not been stated as directly 
as this but a recent issue of War 
and the Working Class, referring 
to Rumania in analogous circum- 
stances said: 

“It is clear that responsibility

Warning of Rockets 
Hints Bombs May 
Be Aimed at 


Propulsion Chutes.

LONDON, Feb. 23 (AP). 
CLEW to one of the war's 
most intriguing mysteries 
the unspecified “military ob- 

jectives in Northern France” 
which the Allies have intensively 
bombed for months, was given by 
Prime Minister Churchill yester+ 
day in his warning against Ger- 
man use of “pilotiess aircraft or 
possibly rockets or both, on a con- 
siderable scale.” 


It has been generally thought 
that the installations in France 
involve concrete emplacements 
above or below ground or both. 
Rocket shells presumably would 
be projected from a giant elabora- 
tion of the kind of chutes used 
for Fourth of July rockets. Glider 
bombs might be projected from 
similar emplacements, although to 
date they have been released only 
from air planes. 


It would be possible for a plane, 
high over Northern France, to re- 
lease ai radio-controlled bomb 
which would land in England, but 
for long-distance bombing this 
would be little better than pro- 
jection from chutes. Radio<on- 
trol is believed effective only as 
far as the man in the controlling 
plane can see, 


The latest technical information 
on glider-bombs was a tentative 
description in January's Airplane 
Recognition magazine of the type 
carried by Dornier 217s and Hein- 
ke] 177s. They are believed to be 
six to 10 feet long, with a 10 to 
15 foot wingspan, and weighing 
about 2500 pounds—about half the 
weight of the smallest type of 
Royal Air Force “blockbuster.” 

It is believed rockets of many 
tons, able to go a hundred or more 
miles, might be made but would 
not be very accurate. While rocket

War Contract Termination 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your newspaper has carried two 
stories in recent days which have em- 
phasized, indirectly and directly, the 
great importance of Government war 
epntract termination to both business 
and the working man. 

First was the story last Thursday eve- 
nifig that the St. Lonis Ordnance plant 
planned to dismiss 12,500 employes with- 
in a few weeks. Second was the White 
House announcement Friday night of 
Bernard M. Baruch’s report on postwar 
planning, which devoted considerable 
space to emphasizing the importance to 
business of speedy contract settlements. 

The Baruch report stated flatly that 
delays in settlement “could force many 
concerns into bankruptcy. It would 
mean unemployment by audit.” 

Thus, within the past ‘week we have 
had an example of the speed with which 
war plants may be closed down at the 
end of the war, and a warning from the 
nation’s elder statesman about proper 
handling of contract terminations. 

The steps taken by the Government to 
handle contract terminations are of 
great importance. But it is equally im- 
portant that business men be prepared 
for terminations and be ready to handle 
their own claims. 

The industrialist who delays his claims 
because he is unprepared is threatening 
not only his own business, but the secur- 
Sty of the postwar world as well, If 
he is not familiar with contract termina- 
tion procedure, with claims which may 
and may not be made, the chances of 
delay are greatly increased. 

In order to aid prime contractors, sub- 
contractors and suppliers of the St. 
Louis area in planning for Contract Ter- 
mination Day, the Government War Con- 
tract Termination Committee of the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce is sponsor- 
ing a War Contract Termination Con- 
ference at noon tomorrow in the Gold 
Room of Hotel Jefferson. The confer- 
ence is regional in nature, covering the 
‘eight and one-half states within the St. 
Louis Ordnance District. Reservations 
already have been received from seven 
states, including New York. 

We want to urge as many contractors 
as possible to attend this conference— 
particularly subcontractors, many of 
whom are at present unfamiliar with 
the problems they are likely to face 
when war work ends. In many cases 
the claims of subcontractors, sub-subcon- 
tractors and sub-sub-subcontractors run 
far ahead of the claim of the prime con- 
tractor. Furthermore, it is almost im- 
possible for the prime contractor to 
negotiate a settlement with the Govern- 
ment unless his subcontractors have 
made their claims. 

The importance of tomorrow’s confér- 
ence is, I believe, great. The three speak- 
ers will be the three top service execu- 
tives in Washington who are handling 
contract terminations for the Army and 
Navy. After their talks, they will an- 
awer questions submitted by the con- 
tractors and suppliers attending the 
conference.

Mr. Churchill’s Speech 


Like the many topics covered in his war report 
of yesterday, Winston Churchill’s audience was 
necessarily yaried and world-wide. And just as 
he drew the many aspects of the war, military 
and political, into an integrated whole in his long 
speech, so did he balance the interests and con- 
cerns of his hearers, whether Britons, people 
of the other Allied nations or those in the con- 
quered countries. He also had some grim remarks 
especially for the ears of the enemy. 

Since this was the report of Britain’s Prime 
Minister and war leader to the British House of 
Commons, Mr, Churchill emphasized his own peo- 
Here 
he was also answering some of the critics abroad 
and reminding the Allied world that, despite her 
modest standing in population and many re- 
sources, Britain has shouldered a heavy share 
of the war burden. 

Yet Mr. Churchill was scrupulously fair in these 
phases of his speech. He gave unqualified credit 
to the Russian and American achievements, and 
he seemed at times to speak as an impartial 
mediator of the various countries’ and parties’ 
interests. 

. . . 


Thus, in appraising the progress of the air war 
and of the fighting in Italy, he balanced the 
efforts of .the various Allied participants, to 
demonstrate the close-meshed teamwork that is 
gradually smashing Hitler’s resources at home 
and pushing back his lines before Rome. 

As to both these vital fronts, the Prime Min- 
ister expressed a realistic view that should im- 
press the wishful thinkers both in this country 
and in England. He disputed the assurances of 
many military and civil leaders that 1944 is cer- 
tain to bring victory in Europe, and he backed 
his refusal to set a specific date by presenting a 


frank account of the tremendous Nazi power that | 


must still be vanquished. 

That it will be vanquished Churchill is cer- 
tain. , The present devastating air offensive is 
to be augmented, he said, “far beyond the dimen- 
sions of anything yet employed or indeed imag- 
ined.” And if his statement about increasing 
the attack through the spring and summer may 
seem to mean further deferment of the invasion, 
there is the controlling fact that the enemy must 
be kept from gleaning even a hint of when 
H-hour will strike. 

. . . 

Turning to Poland, Mr. Churchill went all the 
way on the prickly border question that has 
engaged the Moscow press and the Polish Gov- 
ernment-in-Exile in name-calling hostilities. Mr. 
Churchill’s reasoning began with an expression 
of faith in Stalin’s reiterated wish to see a 


.“strong and independent” Poland, and an asser- 


tion that the British Government is not committed 
to guaranteeing the old Polish boundary. On 
these bases he returned to the Curzon Line advo- 
cated by British leaders in 1919. 

In discussing the political affairs of Italy, 
Yugoslavia and Grecce, the Prime Minister judged 
each by the strictest interpretation of the familiar 
principle of expediency: 

The sanest and safest course for us to fol- 
low is to judge all parties and factions dis- 
passionately by the test of their readiness and 
ability to fight the Germans and thus lighten 
the burden of Allied troops. This is not a 
time for ideological preferences. .. . 

With belated candor the story of the Yugo- 
slav Partisans was told—how their “magnificent 
resistance” holds at least 14 German divisions 
in check; how Gen. Mihailovic, representing 
King Peter and the Yugoslav Government-in-

In the case of Greece, also torn by internecine 
warfare, Allied policy was directed, said Mr, 
Churchill, toward “doing our utmost to bring 
It is unfortunate that 
he did not see fit at this time to discuss as 
frankly the anti-monarchistic stand of the major- 
ity of Greek guerrillas, and their determination 
that King George, secure in Cairo, shall not be

There was also detailed explanation of the 
Allied deal with the little King and Badoglio. 
They represent, Mr. Churchill pointed out, “the 
legitimate government of Italy.” By dealing with 


them we got nearly 100 yessels, Italian troops 


and airmen. 

The figures, however, do not seem to prove 
an advantage. Only nine out of 62 Italian divi- 
sions “came over to the Allies.” Some of these 
have already been demobilized, and the perform- 
ance of the rest in Corsica and on the Southern 
front has been so miserable that defenders of 
the Badoglio deal fear mention of it at all. 


Criticism of such Allied adherence to the prin- - 


ciple of expediency was not satisfactorily an- 
swered in the Prime Minister’s report. One argu- 
ment is that the line of true, lives-saving expe- 
diency is outright repudiation of all ex-Fascist 
and authoritarian forces such as the Italian ruler 
and King George of Greece, and espousal of all 
anti-Fascist forces who are logically our allies. 
There is also a feeling that our deals with the 
various factions in Europe should be guided by 
some more dignified principle of philosophic 
unity. ‘ 

There is great encouragement, however, in his 
firm statement that “none of the ground made 
good at Moscow and Teheran hag been’ lost.” 
Frankness on the Yugoslavian question, an under- 
standing of Russian interests in the Polish prob- 
lem, must mean that there are no serious political 
menaces to the future of collective security. 

® * . 


For the first time, in Mr. Churchill’s address, 
the world hag a formal definition of the “uncon- 
ditional surrender” policy adopted at Casablanca 
in January, 1943. This phrase ever since has 
been a favorite of Dr. Goebbels and his aids, as 
a synonym for national destruction, in preaching 
their propaganda of terror to the German people. 

“The German people will’ not be enslaved or 
destroyed” if they surrender, Mr. Chufchill said. 
The term means that the victors will have a 
free hand; “it does not mean that they are en- 
titled to behave in a barbarous manner nor that 
they wish to blot out Germany from among the 
nations of Europe.” 

The Prime Minister’s words are a psychological 
block-buster. They can be used to undermine 
the German citizen’s will to fight to the inevitable 
finish, They can be used to nourish the desire 
for peace that grows greater with each air at- 
tack and each report that a kinsman or friend 
has fallen for the glory of the Fuehrer. 

The world can look upon, in our tense time, no 
more stirring spectacle of democracy in operation 
than when Mr. Churchill stands squarely before 
Commons and reports in full to his nation. It 
is not alone as the King’s First Minister that 
he then speaks, but as a conscientious servant 
of the people, talking their own language with 
heart-born eloquence. It is then that the heroic 
proportions of the man and of his wartime task 
of leadership emerge and are most admired at 
home and across the sea. | 


A Powerful Veto Message 


In vetoing the makeshift tax bill, President 
Roosevelt has acted courageously to guard the 
financial welfare of the nation in a time of 
great peril, He has appealed to Congress, for 
the high purpose of strengthening our.armor for 
victory, to act speedily to correct the mistake 
it made when it failed so signally to place the 
country’s wartime finances on a safe basis. 

The President recognized he would be accused 
of rejecting $2,100,000,000 in new taxes (Congress 
estimated the bill would raise $2,315,000,000) 
simply because Congress would not provide the 
10% billions he had asked for. His analysis 
wrecks the accusation in advance, throws clear 
light on some sham aspects of the Dill, lays 
down a challenge to Congress to face facts. 


This bill, if it became a law, would postpone 
the increase in social security (payroll) taxes, 
thereby foregoing approximately $1,100,000,000 
in revenue. If the veto is sustained, this new 
revenue will begin to come in March 1. By 
the President’s calculation, this reduces the net 


annual gain provided in the bill to one billion 


dollars. But, Mr. Roosevelt points out, the meas- 
ure grants relief from other existing taxes which 
would cost the Treasury at least $150,000,000, 
reducing the benefit to less than one billion. 


What would be lost by this bill not becoming 
law could be more than compensated for, the 
President asserts, by speedy enactment separateiy 
of the “unobjectionable tax increases” contained 
in the vetoed bill. He mentions the excise taxes, 
calculated to raise at least one billion, or enough, 
together with the additional social: security taxes 
and the other retained taxes, to give the Treasury 
the full benefit it might have enjoyed under the 
bill. 

Tax relief granted in. some provisions of the 
bill amounts to “special privilege to favored 
groups,” Mr. Roosevelt says. There was relief 
in credits allowed bondholders in reorganized 
bankrupt firms; in depletion allowances for a 


broad group of mining industries; ’in- treating | 


income from the cutting of timber as capital 
gain; in excess profits provisions affecting nat- 
ural gas pipelines; in extension for commercial 
airlines of tax subsidy on their airmail contracts. 
These things, says the President, make this 
“not a tax bill, but a tax relief bill, providing 
relief not for the needy but for the greedy.” 
Still another objection is cited. The President 
has heard the groans of the millions now strug- 
gling with the world’s most complicated income 
tax forms, He takes Congress severely to task 
for having done nothing toward simplification; 
for using language in the law “which not even a 
dictionary’ or a thesaurus can make clear.” 
This is the fighting. Roosevelt, reminiscent of 
his early days in the presidency when he was 
boldly tackling the depression. Congress now has

the duty to act, not with petty rancor and child- 
ish stubbornness, but with the statesmanship the 
times demand. 


The Colonel Takes "Em All On 


In a Page 1 article, clad in news dress but 
actually editorial in content (this being a typical 


McCormick devite), the Chicago Tribune de- 
scribes a vast conspiracy to perpetuate Mr. Roose- 
velt in office or to replace him with Mr. Willkie.

We are fond of fancying time as on our 
side—quite one of the Allied nations, in 
fact. It may be our ally in Europe; but 
it fights for Japan. We haven’t a moment 


to lose if ever we are to defeat Japan. 


Every day that she is left in more or 
less peaceful enjoyment of her vast new 
empire increases her strength, adds to the 
difficulties of ever overcoming her. The 
Japanese themselves believe that before 
many more years are out, they will have 
created an utterly impregnable position. 

In many ways they would have bene- 
fited from a German victory, even if it 
meant an eventual Japanese-German war 
for the mastery of the world. But they 
have already discounted a German defeat, 
and their plans are laid accordingly. 


On paper, of course, Japan could never 
stand up to the combined forces of the 
Allies. Beside ours, her industrial powers 
are trivial; even without the support of the 
Royal Navy the American fleet is said to 
outgun the enemy. 


The Enemy’s Shipping Problem 


Her merchant fleet was never big enough 
for Japan’s war needs. She began the war 
with some six million tons of shipping. 
Twenty million tons would be needed ever? 


in peacetime properly to serve the enor-. 


mous area she has conquered, But Allie 
forays have decreased Japan’s net tonnage 
by at least a quarter. As Gen. Tojo him- 
self has said, the Pacific war is becoming 
more and more a battle of supply. 

This lack of shipping prevents them 
from developing their new empire as they 
would like. Potentially, it is the most won- 
derful empire ever conquered—120 million 
docile, industrious workers, one million 
square miles of El] Dorado, containing in 
profusion almost all the raw materials es- 
sential to a great nation. Properly ex- 
ploited, this empire would make Japan the 
greatest nation in the world, 

But, for the lack of shipping, rice rots 
on Rangoon quayside and Japan is starved 
of t%2 metals which the tropics could so 
lavishly contribute to her armament in- 
dustries. 

Her airplane production was recently es- 
timated at not much more than 1000 a 
month, This is obviously no match even 
for the British aircraft factories alone. 
Her tank production cannot compare with 
the resources of the American motor-car 
industry; her mastery of the higher techni- 
calities of air war—radio-location and such 
like—is no match for us. 


The Picture Is Changing | 


That is the pretty picture on paper— 
and at this very moment. Even now, how- 
ever, it is a dangerously specious concep- 
tion. Very soon, it may lose even the last 
semblance of truth. 

The fact is, Japan believes that in a few 
years she can correct her present evident 
weaknesses, if she is not seriously harassed 
And she is certainly not being seri- 
ously harassed at the moment, 


Nobody would wish to decry the mag- 
nificent achievement of the Americans and 
Australians in the South Seas. Neverthe- 
less, we are as yet only nibbling at the 
grass which surrounds the outworks of the 


Japanese fortress, 


As the C.-in-C, of The Netherlands forces 
in the Far East rightly declared the other 
day, nothing will really count until we 
begin to drive the Japanese from their 
vital conquests—Malaya, Burma and The 
Netherlands East Indies. 


The Japanese are counting on the likeli- 
hood of our being unable to intensify our 
efforts against them for at least another 
year—if not two. 


Within that time, they believe, by the 
building of a great road from Shanghai 
along the coast through Indo-China and 
Malaya to Singapore, by the construction 
of new shipyards scattered across their 
empire, they will have overcome their 
transport difficulties. 


To Destroy Their Fleet 


They will then be able to build up a 
military power so strong that the United 
States and the British Empire will be 
doomed to years of grim, dispiriting strug- 
gle. 

They imagine that in the end our two 
peoples will grow tired and will eventually 
insist upon a compromise peace, leaving 
Japan with the greater part of her pres- 
ent gains, 


Such a peace would well suit Gen. Tojo 
and his crew, Japan needs a few years 
of quiet mastication before she resumes her 
advance toward world mastery. 


If we delay much longer in coping with 
the Japanese menace, there will be many 
additional years of suffering and slaugh- 
ter. 


The solution, it would seem, lies in an- 
other element—the sea. Without attempt- 
ing to fight the Japanese at their own 
game in jungle or on atoll, we shall by-pass 
Burma and the South Sea islands, and 
decide the issue by bringing the Japanese 
fleet to action.

What makes a popular song popular? 
Why, for instance, has “Alice-Blue Gown” 
survived the years? It’s not a love song. 
It touches no deep emotion. It's just a song 
about a girl and her feminine pride in a 
new dress, What did it have to make it 
live? An exceptionally pretty tune, some 
argued. ’ 

What made “White Christmas” one of 
the most. popular tunes of its kind ever 
written? It struck a responsive chord in 
memory. It was a song for everyone. Ah, 
that was it. That was the secret. 

“White Cliffs of Dover” soared to quick 
fame on the radio’s wings during the Lon- 
don blitz. It reflected the deep public sym- 
pathy for the spirit of England and carried 
a promise of better times. Now they had 
it, thought the song-writers. A song must 
touch a current subject of thought. 

Then came “Deep in the Heart of Texas.” 
All of America clapped it out as heartily 
as natives of the Lone Star State. Here 
at last, was the formula—a theme that stirs 
national! pride. 

Would-be popular-song writers took a 
deep breath. They had clews. They were 
getting warm. That elusive thing that cap- 
tures public fancy was almost definable. 
But something suddenly upset all their cal- 
culations. It was “Mairzy Doats.” And now 
they’re right back where they started. 


Barrier to Real Peace Is Seen 
In Public’ s Lack of Full Facts 


“A Preface to Peace,” by Harold Callender. (Alfred 

A. Knopf, New York.) 

All that can be hoped for in this far- 
from-perfect world is an armed truce, ac- 
cording to the view of Mr. Callender, whose 
perspective is that given by 14 years in the 
European service of the New York Times, 
plus a year in Latin America. Not the dis- 
memberment of Germany or the imposition 
of any political or economic hobbies, he 
says, could be counted on to extinguish her 
nationalism or productivity without stimu- 
lating her thirst for vengeance. 

“Pending the choice by the German peo- 
ple of more peaceful paths, the best insur- 
ance lies in continued preponderance of 
armaments on the part of the victors,” he 
writes, “with the willingness to use them 
preventively to contro] any further aggres- 
sive moves such as Hitler’s march into 
— in 1936 and into Austria in 
1938.” 
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It is not that he feels that overwhelming 
armaments maintained by the Allies after 
the war can solve any of the fundamental 
questions upon which peace depends—the 
larger task is “creating the kind of world 
in which can be eliminated, not the com- 
bative instincts of men, but the economic 
incentives that help make these instincts 
dominant.” 

In any such long-range hope, it is the 
young, not the old, those who are more in- 
tent on doing something interesting and 
satisfying, rather than on acquiring wealth 
or even security, who are to be counted on: 
“If the world is not rebuilt for the fun 
of it, it is not likely ever to be rebuilt.” 

These are strange thoughts to be car- 
ried through what Mr. Callender calis “the 
Victorian corridors of the State Depart- 
ment,” the news sector to which he was 
assigned before going to Algiers for his pa- 
per. If from these official sources is to come 
an intelligent foreign policy, after our expe- 
riences in North Africa and Italy and our 
amorphous relationship with the French, 
these following the mistaken pattern of 
expediency in the Spanish revolution, it 
must be one understood and approved by 
American public opinion, he concludes, We 
are politically unprepared for peace be- 
cause we are uninformed. 

Illuminating in this respect is the clos- 
ing chapter, on the rudimentary stage of 
democracy in Latin America, where our 
diplomatic maneuvers are all in conjunc- 
tion with the politicians and military men, 
to the neglect of the opinions of the middle 
classes and the more advanced workers. 

The way of life, he observes, cannot be 
frozen even in Europe, “under the influ- 
ence of those who feel that it is not quite 
up to the world we should have got if the 
Republican party and the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States had been able 
to submit specifications in advance of its 
own creation.” 

For the United States, much depends 
on the postwar trend in Europe, where 
prospects are for increasing state finance 
and guidance in economic life. Though this 
trend is certain to be stubbornly resisted 
here, his opinion is: “If through such meth- 
ods Britain attains full employment, it will . 


be urgently demanded here.”

The Diversion of Communism .by 
“Adept Maneuverings”’ | 


HE weekly Washington report in the Wall Street Journal con- 


tained an item last Friday to 
might shortly be reorganized 


the effect that the British Cabinet 
and Gen. Smuts replace Churchill, 


because Smuts would be “more diplomatic with Russia.” “The Brit- 
ish generally feel they'll have to maneuver adeptly or all Europe 
will be communized,” the item concluded. 


KR is not the rumor on which I 
wish to comment. The Wall Street 
Journal offers it merely as that. 
It is the idea that Communism in 
Europe can be averted by “adept 
maneuvers.” Adept maneuvers 
would replace Fascist governments 
with pro-Anglo-American royalist 
governments of eighteenth century 
lineage, wedded by nineteenth cen- 
tury economic ideas. Taat would 
mean taking a step back from 
Fascism instead of a step forward 
from it. It was from the collapse 
of nineteenth century economics 
that Fascism arose. 

There are signs that in Western 
Europe the Anglo-American pow- 
ers hope to make a Metternich- 
Holy Alliance peace. 


Failure to Face Reality. 


But such maneuvers fail to face 
reality. Fascism and Communism 
are attempted responses to that 
reality, which Ortega Y. Gasset 
called “the revolt of the masses.” 
The American social philosopher, 
Henry George, foresaw it in the 
middle of the fiineteenth century. 
It is the result of modern indus- 
trialism which has turned former 
private owners—yeomen farmers 
or small business men—into wage 
and salary workers, whose entire 
existence depends upon the unin- 
terrupted functioning of the pro- 
ductive system. This productive 
system, though it has created the 
greatest wealth the world has 
ever seen, has periodically broken 
down, jdestituting millions. This 
tatt~doe not the propaganda of 
radicals—has brought it into ques- 
tion. It is to this fact that a mod- 
ern economy must find an answer. 
And if it doesn’t, no amgunt of 
“adept maneuvering” will prevent 
Communism from triumphing, on 
defeated Fascism. 

This is recognized by the 
thoughtful. So conservative a 
man as Geoffrey Crowther, editor 
of the London Economist, writes 
in the current issue of Foreign 
Affairs. 


Mr. Crowther’s View. 


“At this stage of the last war, 
friend and foe alike knew the gen- 
eral principles of the world order 
that would follow an Allied vic- 
tory .. . self-determined, inde- 
pendent states, linked together by 
a League of Nations. the 
normal pattern for states—a two- 
chamber legislature elected by 
universal suffrage, a responsible 
executive, an independent judi- 
ciary, and civil liberties... . 


“Commercial policy would per- 
mit only moderate protective tar- 
iffs. . . . Financial relationships 
would be regulated by the gold 
standard. . .. Internally every 
state would be dedicated to the 
principles of free individual enter- 


prise, with a minimum of state in- 
terference.” 

Mr. Crowther does not himself 
believe that these nineteenth cen- 
tury principles will fit the needs 
of the twentieth. The League 
broke down for inherent reasons. 
Now being discusséd is a true in- 
ternational police force, or a con- 
tinuance into peace of the four- 
power alliance. And our economic 
principles are just as much in 
question, 

“Most Englishmen,” he writes, 
“have serious doubts whether pri- 
vate enterprise can any longer be 
regarded as the sole or even the 
principle determinant of economic 
activity.” And he concludes, “I 
would not admit that either repre- 
sentative government or free cap- 
italism was dead. But even in our 
domestic affairs, it seems to me 
to be difficult to affirm that they 
are still the sole or the dominant 
principles. As articles for export 
they are even more doubtful... . 
The twentieth century is not sim- 
ply an extension of the nine- 
teenth. The problems of the post- 
war world will not be those of the 
nineteenth century. In many re- 
spects, they will be directly oppo- 
site—e, g., the pressure to create 
maximum employment rather than 
maximum income; the need to 
curb the freedom of nation-states, 
rather than to create them.” 


Solution the World Awaits. 


Now if Communism moves into 
all of .Europe—despite adept 


maneuverings—it will be only be- 


cause we have failed to offer solu- 
tions for these problems and espe- 
cially for the total use of men 
and materials, inside the frame- 
work of political and civil free- 
dom. That is the solution the 
world is waiting for. The nation 
that first finds it for itself will 
become the model for the whole 
of Wesie:a civilization. And it 
may become the model for the 
new Asia. China’s Chiang Kai-shek 
has announced that he intends -to 
model the new China on theories 
of Henry George—the neglected 
American, 

Whatever is growing in Europe 
is growing by itself. This war has 
been in itself a revolution de- 
stroying past values. In the com- 
petition for the greatest influence 
in the new Europe, everything de- 
pends on who has the more con- 
structive pattern to offer. And, 
as Mr. Crowther points out, the 
way of life of 1929 will find no 
takers. 

The energy with which I at- 
tacked Gov. Bricker’s speech was 
animated by this knowledge of the 
temper and direction of the world 
as a whole. 

To try to answer this reality 
with “adept maneuvers” will bring 


on just the opposite of the result

Even Senator Austin, one of the 
sponsors of the measure, concedes 
that, short of something which 
would stir the gation as it was 
stirred after Pearl Harbor, the bill 
will lie buried in committee. 

Looking into why this should 
be so, you get a sharp insight 
into the state of the nation in 
this, the third year of the war. 
Various blocs in Congress are op- 
posed to the bill, but for different 
reasons, and probably they reflect 
opinion irr the country. 

To begin with, of course; Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's sponsorship of 
the measure was lukewarm. He 
acted as though he were being 
pushed into it by Secretaries 
Stimson and Knox. Then he made 
his indorsement of national serv- 
ice conditional on the passage of 
measures Congress would never 
adopt. 

One was the passage of a 
“realistic” tax bill—the ten billion 
dollars that the President asked 
for. Congress has already thrown 
this down. 


Various Elements Opposed. 


The isolationist bloc in the Sen- 
ate was bound to oppose national 
service, Senators such as Wheeler 
and Reynolds have voted against 
virtually ever move to strengthen 
war controls. They have a perma- 
nent grudge against the President 
and therefore, in a sense, against 
the war itself, which they identify 
with him. 

At the other pole are loyal sup- 
porters of Roosevelt—such as Tru- 
man and Kilgore—who also owe 
political fealty to organized labor. 
Quite apart from other considera- 
tions, they would hardly go 
against the eniphatic wishes of 
labor on such a major issue. 

Some Republican support might 
have been expected because of the 
hope held out by Secretary Stim- 
son that a national gervice act 
would end strikes. But Republican 
suspicion of the administration is 
too deep-seated. The same applies 
to Southern Democratic opponents 
of labor, such as Byrd of Virginia. 


Manpower Mishandled. 


The sticking point with many 
members of Congress is the grim 
fact that the administration has 
badly mishandled manpower. 
Broad authority exists in present 
laws for action which the admin- 
istration has never taken. 

The direction of the Selective 
Service system has been weak and 
often uncertain. Political inter- 
ference—much of it originating in 
Congress — is partly responsible, 
but it is not a justification. 

Selective Service has delayed in 
drafting men even after serious

out. A conspicuous example is in 
agriculture. In response to farm- 
bloc pressure, Congress adopted 
the Tydings amendment. - This 
gave sweeping discretion to local 
draft boards to grant exemption 
to men “necessary to and regular- 
ly engaged in essential agricul- 
tural activities or occupations,” 


Belated Action. 


Belatedly, only a few days ago, 
Selective Service headquarters or- 
dered local boards to begin classi- 
fication of men deferred for agri- 
culture and to use a more drastic 
yardstick, This was recognition 
of the fact that 1,700,000 defer- 
ments have been granted on the 
farms, more than a million of the 
men being childless, with 400,000 
single men below the age of 22. 

Last fall, a plan to end the man- 
power crisis in West Coast air- 
plane plants was introduced. It 
was hardly given a fair trial. The 
War Manpower Commission has 
wavered and wobbled, never fol- 
lowing a decisive line, 

The mood is one of doubt. The 
momentum of the war effort con- 
tinues, but the driving force has, 
for the time being, been dissipat- 
ed. Stimson and Knox, and with 
them top officers in the Army and 
Navy, believe it could be resttred 
by a nationei service law. The 
men who deal in practical politics 
have no such iilusion.

TO TAKE IN BOYS OF 17 


Proposal Calls for War De- 
partment to Pay Tuition for 
Summer Classes. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (AP).— 
If the War Department accepts a 
suggestion by education authori- 
ties, 
graduates 17 years old may be 
sent to college this summer at 
the Army’s expense. 

The proposal was made last 
night by a committee of college 
presidents after a meeting at na- 
tional headquarters of the Ameri- 


can Council on Education. 

The educators, including the 
presidents of Cornell, Harvard, In- 
diana University, Vanderbilt, Vil- 
lanova and Hamilton, issued a 
statement saying their plan would 
provide the “most effective war- 
time employment” of young men 
between their high school gradua- 
tion and their induction into the 
armed forces at the age of 18. 
They also said it would benefit 
the boys greatly by giving them 
intellectual and physical training. 
They declared it would help the 
Army by providing a valuable re- 
serve of potential leaders. 

No mention was made of obvi- 
ous benefits to colleges them- 
selves. ‘

the colleges 110,000 members of its 
specialized training program by 
April 1, leaving only 30,000 on the 
campuses. 

Included in the 30,000 Army stu- 
dents who will be left in the col- 
leges are between 2500 and 5000 
volunteers 17 years of age.

The educators proposed that the 
Army immediately expand this 
group by urging 17-year-olds to 
volunteer for college training 
which would continue until the

If youngsters can be kept in 
school, most juvenile delinquency 
can be eliminated, George O. Mc- 


Clellan, director of pupil welfare 
and adjustments for the Board of 
Education and principal of Belle- 
fontaine Farm for Delinquent 
Boys, said last night at a meeting 
of the Public Education Associa- 
tion, 

McClellan noted a close correla- 

tion between truancy and delin- 
quency, reporting that youngsters 
staying out of school spent their 
time loafing and getting into trou- 
ble. He said records at Bellefon- 
taine Farm indicated between 90 
and 95 per cent of the boys there 
show a history of truancy or bad 
attendance at school.

The first movement of Bee- 
thoven’s Kreutzer Sonata, for in- 
stance, was aloof and impersonal, 
that is to say without feeling, and 
Carl Lamson’s indefinite assertion 
of the piano part made the joint 
performance all the more unsatis- 
factory. The second and third 
movements were much better. 

In the Paganini Concerto No, 2, 
Kreisler’s mastery was consistent- 
ly in evidence throughout the 
three movements, though he was 
most appealing in the Adagio. 
Chausson’s “Poeme” was beauti- 
fully styled and was consistently 
poetic and appealing, even though 
performed with the utmost re- 
straint. The other two numbers 
on the announced program were 
the “Viennese Rhapsodic Fantasi- 
etta” by Kreisler himself and a 
“Tango Espagnol” by the late 
Enrique Fernandez-Arbos, once 
conductor of the St. Louls Sym- 
phony Orchestra, 

The audience was not only ex- 
tremely cordial.

would reduce admission prices to 
compensate the fans for the 
drop in the caliber of baseball 
on the field, replied with a quick 
negative. Bradley insisted that 
baseball, even with most of the 
stars gone, still constituted the 
best bargain in the sports en- 
tertainment field.

Your Income Tax--Forgiveness 
Often Means You Pay More

How It Works for Average Civilian and for 
One in Armed Services.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (AP).— 
“Forgiveness” is a word with more 
than one meaning when applied 
to the Federal income tax. 

Congress argued a long time 
about “forgiving” part of one 
year’s taxes in order to get a pay- 
as-you-go system started. But the 
net result is that you pay more, 
not less, taxes this year — unless 
you entered the armed services in 
1942 or 1943, in which case you 
may be entitled to a refund. 

In the average civilian’s case, 
in addition to settling up anything 
still due on your 1943 taxes, you 
must pay by March 15 one-half of 
the uncanceled part of 1942 taxes. 
Remember, to begin with, that 
the payments you made on your 
1942 income tax last March and 
June were applied, instead, against 
your 1943 tax liability. 

Congress -enacted this “forgive- 
ness” feature: 
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Either 75 per cent or $50, which- 
ever amount is larger, of the

Let’s assume for the moment 
that your 1943 taxes are larger 
than 1942: 

If your 1942 tax was $50 or less, 
it is canceled entirely.

However, if you’re in line for a 
refund on your 1943 tax—if too 
much was withheld from your pay, 
for instance — the Internal Rev- 
enue Collector can apply it against 
the whole amount of your uncan- 
celed 1942 tax. 

Those whose 1943 income was 
less than that in 1942 were re- 
quired to file declarations of esti- 
mated tax last fall and pay at 
least the equivalent of their 1942 
taxes. So these persons still owe 
25 per cent of their 1943 taxes—/|;, 
instead of the full bill. 

That’s for civilians, 

If You Are in Armed Services. ' 

If you entered the armed forces 


in 1942 or 1943, and your 1942 tax|™ 


was greater than your 1943 tax, 
something else happens, 

Then you're entitled to figure 
your 1942 tax again, eliminating 
all your earned net income for 
that year. That means all your 
wages, salary, fees or other in- 
—up to $14,000. The first $3000 
of income always is treated as 
earned, even if some of it came 
from interest and dividends. 

In a great many cases, that 
means your 1942 tax becomes zero. 
Since the first $1500 of service pay 
is exempt from tax—in addition 
to the regular exemption — your 
1943 tax also may well be, zero. 
Then you can apply for a refund 
of any tax you have paid on 1942 
income. 

However, if you had enough ci- 
vilian income in 1943 to owe a tax 
on it, you'll also owe an additional 
25 per cent of it. That is,’ if your 
tax on 1943 civilian income fig- 
ured to $100, you’d actually owe 


125.

BARKLEY RESIGNATION 


HAILED BY GOV. BRICKER 


‘Reawakened Congress Taking 
Its Rigthful Place,’ 
He Says. 


COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 23 (AP).—

should be reasonably familiar with their mother tongue by 


that time, don’t you think? But many of them cannot spell 
correctly. They have little knowledge of grammatical rules. In 
fact, unless they have studied Latin, they seem to absorb rela- 
tively little regarding correct usage of the nominative versus 
tae objective case. Dr. Crane, I grow discouraged at times. 
How can we improve the English of our people?”

IF ALL PARENTS were to speak correctly before their 


children in the homé, the latter would then speak perfect Eng- 


lish when they entered the kindergarten or first grade. You 
adults, therefore, should realize the critica] need for good Eng- 
lish in the conversation around the house.

LET YOUR CHILD realize, moreover, that many of his

do encourage him to make his original language patterns the 
correct ones. Then any slang will be a superficial veneer. 
Many a child hears so much profanity, slang and wrong gram- 
mar that these are his fundamental language habits. He may 
later cover them up with a veneer of good English, and thus 
hide his basic errors, as long as he is conscious of his, speech 
and deliberate in selecting his words, This may be true, for 
instance, when he is trying to impress his best girl or write an 
important letter. But in an emergency, he will revert to 
and then his bad Janguage will pour forth.

éé ES, I know soy beans are 

Y supposed to be awfully 

good for people. But have 

you tried them? I don’t like the 
way they taste” 

That’s an excerpt from a con- 
versation many of us have heard 
often in the past few years, dur- 
ing which time the high nutri- 
tional qualities of soy products 
have been brought to our atten- 
tion with considerable emphasis. 
But only recently have we been 
able to say: “Here’s a way to get 
the nutritional’ values of soy 
without the pain of eating some- 
thing you don’t, like.” 

We've learned one important 
secret about soy bean products, 
which is that they should be used 
sparingly. In the beginning, when 
we first began to appreciate what 
a treasure we had gutritionally in 
this common and inexpensive veg- 
etable, we carried the whole thing 
too far. We made whole dishes out 
of soy beans alone: They were not 
tasty. Now we have soy grite and 
soy flour and they can be used 
palatably and still be awfully good 
for us. 

Because soy flour is so high in 
fat content the best method of In- 
corporating it into a regipe for 
cake or quick bread is to cream it 
together with the shortening—and 
then cut this mixture into the dry 
ingredients, Soy flour should never 
be sifted, 

Below (and illustrated) you will 
find a delicious entree, built 
around a soy recipe. There’s very 
little soy flour, as you will see, but

it packs a tremendous protein, 
mineral and vitamin value, 
Fluffy Soy Ring. 


One egg, beaten; one-half cup 


soyarich flour; one and one-fourth 
cups milk; two tablespoons forti- 
fied margarine, melted; one and 
two-thirds cups sifted wheat flour; 
three tablespoons sugar; one and 
one-half teaspoons salt; one table- 
spoon baking péwder. 

Beat together egg, soyarich flour 
and milk. Add melted margarine. 
Sift together wheat flour, sugar, 
salt and baking powder. Add soya 
mixture to flour mixture. Mix only 
until flour is incorporated. Fill 
well greasted ring mold two-thirds 
full, Bake in 425 degree oven for 
twenty-five minutes. Fill with cur- 
ried shrimp. 

Curried Shrimp. 

Two cups cooked or canned 
shrimp; two cups boiling water; 
three. chicken bouillon cubes; one 
tablespoon curry powder; one me- 
dium onion; one-half teaspoon 
salt, dash pepper; two tablespoons 
flour; two tablespoons fortified 
margarine. 

Saute chopped onion in margar- 
ine until soft and yellow. Remove 
from stove and carefully blend in 
flour and curry powder. Add salt 
and pepper and bouillon cubes 
which have been melted in the 
boiling water. Stir constantly and 
cook over low heat until smooth 
and slightly thickened, Remove 
black vein from back of shrimps 
and add them to the sauce. Pour 
into the center of fluffy soy ring, 
garnish with tomato and water- 
cress and serve at once.

My Day _ -o- 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 
ODAY is Washington's birth- 
T day, and living here in the 
White House makes you think 
a great deal about the kind of 
stand out in our his- 
tory and whose birthdays we cele- 
brate annually. Washington chose 
the site for the capitol and dis- 
cussed the plans for the city and 
the White House, although he 
never occupied it. 

To me, the days at Valley Forge 
best show the stuff of which 
Washington was made. He went 
through great discouragement, 
with an Army that was ragged, 
poorly fed and never warm, with 
insufficient ammunition, and with 
a divided government back of 
him which often provided no 
money with which to pay his 
soldiers. 

His soldiers were deeply con- 
cerned about their homes and 
families. - Because they knew 
that food would be lacking at 
home if the seeds were not plant- 
ed and the harvest garnered, they 
frequently asked to go home in 
groups which made the strength 
of his Army uncertain, even 
though they promised to return. 

- What vision Washington must 
have had of the future to make 
him fight the revolution through 
to victory! No wonder he was 
tired at the end, no wonder he 
longed to join his wife and live in 
peace at Mount Vernon. How 


‘simple the little problems of farm 


management must have seemed as 
he labored at his desk at Valley 
Forge! 

There is one good reason for 


paying homage: to our leaders 
of the past—it makes us remem- 
ber our history and it gives us 
courage to face the present. If the 
people of those 13 states could 
surmount their difficulties, surely 
our more than 130 million people 
in 48 states can meet theirs.

F the nutrition of the country, 

as reflected in the number of 

people who still need reducing 
in spite of wartime rationing, as 
reported on in this column yester- 
day, is good, that fact is empha- 
sized in the general health of the 
country. 

“Despite the strains of wartime 
living and flurry of influenza at 


‘the end of the year, the health of 


the American people during 1943 
has been at a high level,” accord- 
ing to the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Co,’s information service. 

There has been a small rise in 
mortality in the industrial depart- 
ment in 1943 over the record year 
1942, but when the number of in- 
experienced workers in new forms 
of industry and the hazards of 
military training, which involves 
millions are considered, this ig not 
surprising or alarming. And it is 
more than made up for in the de- 
cline of automobile accidents. 
There were 23,000 fatalities from 
this source in 1943, 5000 fewer 
than in 1942, and 17,000 fewer 
than the all-time maximum of 
39,981 deaths in 1941. Perhaps it 
would be a good idea to extend 
gasoline Bea ee 


NO SINGLE catastrophe of 1943 
approached the mortality of the 
Boston night club fire in 1942, 
which claimed 492 lives. Increased 
travel has naturally caused an in- 
crease in accidental injuries and 


_ deaths from this cause. 


The health record of childhood 
diseases is good. Infant mortality 
showed new lows. The death rate 
from diarrhoeal diseases, for- 
merly the great baby killer, is 
lower than in prewar years, and 
it has been going down by leaps 
for decades, 

Childbirth mortality among 
mothers hag also gone lower than 
ever before. 

The influenza epidemic and 
virus pneumonia proved not as 
dangerous as they sounded, al- 
though there was some increase 
in mortality over the year before. 
Since the sulfa drugs are not ef- 
fectual against these conditions, 
this is not surprising. In other 
respiratory. diseases, where the 
sulfa drugs do work, the condi- 
tions were. oe 


* 

The tuberculosis situation 
very encouraging. During World 
War I the death rate from tuber- 
culosis for the first time in 50 
years interrupted its steady down- 
ward course to show a rise. In 
1943, continuing the trend of 1941 
and 1942, ft reached a new all- 
time low. The hope that this an- 
cient enemy of mankind, once the 
“Captain of the Hosts of Death,” 
can be driven from the earth is 
not without practical foundation. 

Chronic diseases of the heart, 
arteries and kidneys, as well as 
cancer and diabetes, have in- 
creased somewhat. Perhaps this 
is due to the unavoidable reduc- 
tion in the amount of medical at- 
tention available. But these dis- 
eases have been showing a steady 
increase for years, Best explana- 
tion is that more people live long 
enough to get them. 

“T am op c about the na- 
tion’s health in 1944,” said Dr. 
Louis T. Dublin of the Metropol- 
itan Insurance’ Co. “We have 
abundant food suplies and our 
public health and medical facil- 
ities are well organized and oper- 
ating efficiently.
